He  that  would  frame  to 
himfeif  a  tolerable  Hypothecs  in  Phyfick, 
mull  get  himfclf  well  acquainted  with  the 
Philofophy  of  the  Frame  and  Structure  dft.ihe 
human  Body,  and  fully  learn  the  Nature, 
Powers,  and  Properties  of  the  'Fluids  and 
Solids,  how  they  correfpond  and  act,  and  the 
Variety  of  Ways  they  may  be  interrupted,  or 
hindered  in  performing  their  Offices;  alfo  to 
underi'and  the  inherent  Properties  of  all 
Things  ufed  in  Medicine,  'Ogether  with  a 
well  grounded  Experience  and  good  Observa- 
tions, b  th  by  Reading,  and 'by  a  Memory  of 
what  he  has  obferved  with  much  Labour  and 
due  Application  of  Mind  ;  ana  when  he  has 
done  all  this  and  more,  he  may  get  to  the 
End  of  his  Days  before  he  attain  to  a  Per- 
fection in  Phyfick.  From  thefe  few  Hints 
penned  down,  you  may  readily  underitand 
the  indifipenfable  Nectfliy  of  reading  Book-, 
feirchiiig  into  Antiquity,  and  feminizing 
the  Writings  of  the -greateft  and  moll  learned/ 
phyilcai  Authors,  which  is  now  much  con- 
temned :

Neither  Claudius  nor  Tully  could  ever  retain 
fcarce  half  of  it  5  fuch  as  the  Nature,  Caufes, 
Times,  Tendencies,  Symptoms,  Diagsofticks 
and  Prognofticks  of  all  Difeafes ;  with  the 
Indications  of  Cure,  and  the  Rules  and  Errors 
of  the  Non-naturals.  Thefe  Particulars  are 
too  weighty  for  many  Practitioners  Heads  of 
late,  who  have  too  much  Levity,  and  too 
little  Time  to  fpare  from  their  PJeafures,  to 
mind  the  copious  Extent  of  all  that  Learning 
which  ought  to  be  in  a  £ood  Phyfician. 

What  I  mall  comment  on  next  is  relating 
to  one  of  my  la  It  Year's  Queries,  whole 
Anfwcr  was  that  golden  Apophthegm,  Nofce 
teipfum,  Know  thyfelf.  Some  People  may 
conceit  it  is  no  fuch  an  abftrufe  Matter  to 
attain  the  Knowledge  of  one's  (elf;  but  I  can! 
arTure  them  the  learned  Greeks  thought  far 
otherwife :  For  the  more  a  judicidus  Perfon 
contemplates  about  it,  the  more  difficult  he 
will  find  the  Talk  :  For  if  we  make  a  Scrutiny 
or  Enquiry  into  our  Bodies,  after  our  utmoit 
Search,  with  all  the  "AfMance  of  Art  we 
cm  meet  with,  we  can  know  but  a  fmall 
Part  to  what  we  are  ignorant  of ;  and  what 
we  learn  of  our  Bodies  is  very  imperfect  and 
much  deceivable.     As  to  our  Origin,  we

We  mnil  be 
forced  to  imitate  the  Pfalrnitf,  and  cry  out, 
We  were  fearfully  and  wonderfully  made 
We  know  we  have  five  Senfes,  from  which 
we  form  our  Ideas  of  Knowledge  and  Percep- 
tion, and  in  Time  learn  thence  how  to  make 
Reflections  :  Our  Senfes  have  each  cf  them 
thei:  deputed  Nerves,  or  (mall  Pipes  wrapped 
in  the  Dura  and  Pia  Hater,  which  have  their 
Rife  from  the  medullary  Subiiance  of  the 
Brain  :  We  know  nothing  how  thefe  Nerves 
act  or  perform  their  Offices.

iwlWefs  Air,  which  an  infirm  Body  will  be 
fenfible  of.  .There  are  numerous  Things  be- 
longing to  our  animal  Machine,  the  Reality 
of  which  we  take  from  others,  {we  know  it 
not  perfectly)  as  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood, 
the  g'andular  Secretions,  the  Power  and  Force 
belonging  to  the  Digeiture,  and  many  myftick 
Particulars  befide,  of  which  mod  Men  have 
but  a  probable*  Certainty  :  But  when  we  corne 
to  exert  our  Knowledge  touching  the  Soul, 
we  meet  with  nothing  but  Obfcurities,  and 
are  left  to  grapple  in  the  dark  ^Though  a 
great  Author  has  told  us,  we  have  as  clear  an 
Idea  of  fpiritual  Subflances  as  we  have  of 
bodily  ones  :  But  we  find  our  Perceptions 
vaftly  too  finite  to  comprehend  either  Body  or 
fpirituii  Subftance.  (This  Difcourfe  of  the 
Body  would  require  a  Book,  inftead  of  a  Page.} 
Then,  in  contemplating  on  the  Soul,  how 
defective  our  Knowledge  is  found  ;  as,  how 
(he  is  infufed  and  united  to  our  Bodies,  or 
what  could  cement  grofs  Matter  to  a  Thing 
immaterial  5  a  Thing  more  fubtile  than  the 
Sun-Beams,  or  the  fined  aetherial  Air,  with 
a  Clod  of  Earth  ;  and  then  to  fet  all  the 
Springs,  Wheels,  and  Pullies,  and  Clock- 
Work  of  this  animal  Machine  a  moving,  and 
fo  regularly  to  direct  the  animal  Spirits  each'

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to  Its  particular  Office:  Or  where  the  Soul  refutes  we  have  no 
Certainty  ;  whether  in  the  Glandula  Pinealis,  or  is  diffufed 
over  all  Parts,  as  fome  affert ;  or  whether  there  ia  a  Superiority 
irr  Souls,  we  know  not,  or  how  the  Body  and  Soul  are  mutually 
affected.

0  S   we  may  obferve,  notwithftanding  the/'3^V-  rt  ll'jve  V]l 

arid  myflerious  Operations,  it  is  fo/.id  nmdered,  inteWSpted, 
and  weakened  in  its  Power  and  Oil^?,  by  Difeafes,  bad  Tern? 
perature  of  Body,  by  Debauchery,  or  $q0-  Thing  that  fpoila? 
the  Mechanifm  of  the  Brain  and  its  Nerves.  But  this  Subjett 
deferves  to  be  treated  of  vaftly  more  largely  :  But  this  is  not  the 
full  Scope  or  Defign  of  my  laft  Year's  Enquiry,  to  know  one' 
feff :  For  to  know  (he  Materials  of  our  Bodies,  and  the  Qualiti 
and  Actings  of  the  Soul,  is  no  Duty*,  nor  are  we  in  any  BJs&e 
or  Error  if  we  remain  ignorant  of  it.  The  following  is  a  great 
Part  of  the  Knowledge  of  ourfelves :  W«  ought  to  exert  our 
whole  Power  of  Perceiving  and  Underftarjding,  to  find;  the 
Extent  of  what  we  know  of  ourfelves ;  and  thence  to  learn  how 
little  it  is  we  know,  to  what  we  ought  to  know  ;  and  to  obtain 
a  clear.  Idea  of  Wifdom  and  Folly,  fo  as  to  embrace  the  one  and 
rejedl  the  other ;  and  to  duly  confider  our  Frailties,  Dangers, 
Difeafes,  and  the  numerous  Accidents  we  are  expofed  to  every 
Day  and  Hour  ;  with  the  Shonnefs  of  Life  and  Uncertainty,  of 
Death,  and  the  numberlefs  Snares  and  Temptations  to  Vice  we 
are  expofed  to  from  within  and  without  ;  and  what  each  one  or 
every  Man  is  prone  to  rood',  to  learn  to  fortify  againit  it  by  a 
rectified  Reafon  and  divine  Revelation*  This  is  fome  Part  of 
the  Road  toward  knowing  ourfelves,  though  but  a  faiall  Part. 

It  is ;  an  Obfervation  worthy  our  Notice,  to  think  what  a 
Blefiing  we  enjoy  beyond  what  Men  in  fome  former  Ages  did, 
by  the  new  and  wonderful  Inventions  we  have ;  but  what  I 
ihall  take  notice  of  is  the  tifcovery  of  the  Telefcopes  to  aflift 
our  Eyes,  fo  that  we  can  peep  into  thofe  diftant  Bodies  of  the 
Luminaries  and  the  Planets ;  a  Knowledge  fome  Ages  ago  no' 
one  could  have  the  leaft  Hopes  of  attaining.  The  fame  fur- 
prizing  Difcoveries  are  found  cut  by  the  Microfcope,  that  the 
greateii  Searchers  into  Nature  never  dreamed  of,  or  imagined: 

The 
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The  ingenious  Mr.  Leeuwenhoeck,  that  made  fuch  Improvement 
in  thefe  Glaffes,  found  by  his  Mierofcope  in  one  Filh,  which 
was  a  Picket,  that  in  each  Portion  of  its  Sperma  as  big  as  a 
Grain  of  Sand,  were  found  10,000  fmall  Fifties;  from  which 
he  maintains,  that  one  of  thefe  Fifties  in  a  Year  might  eject 
Sperm  enough|to  pi^uce  more  Fifti  than  there  are  Men  living 


in  thtf  J  vtoM*2my  t±\Te  GlaflTes  we  obferve  there  is  not  a  Drop 
Wuici  vv  't-  ,  ^r^iT^bitants,  and  that  of  various  Kinds, 
v,  ^whaffiCive  ohrpr^  :^nd  concerning  the  human  Fabric, 
Men  were  rrn^b  iix  Parkr'Jl  and  Error  before  the  Mierofcope 
*fvas  invented  Aso^onc&ns  the  Generation  of  Man,  and  all 
Animals,  there  is  foam  an  Animalcula  pre-exiftent  in  the  Seed 
of  the  Male,  not  in  the  Female,  as  was  formerly  thought. 
*Nay,  fo  minute  has  the  Difcovery  been,  that  thefe  Animalcula 
^ave  been  found  in  a  Flea,  and  are  doubtlefs  in  fmaller  Infects. 
SoOikewife  every  Vegetable  is  found  to  be  Male  and  Female, 
and  has  deputed  Tubes  for  Production  of  their  Species,  But 
among  all  thofe  Glafles  by  which  fuch  Wonders  are  performed, 
the  Spectacles  ought  not  to  be  forgot,  which  I  think  was  the 
firft  Improvement  made  on  Glafs.  Had  no  fuch  Invention  been 
found ,  what  a  lamentable  Condition  would  near  three  Parts  of 
Mankind  have  been  in  ?  Had  this  ufeful  Difcovery  lain  dormant, 
what  would  our  moll  excellent  Divines,  Lawyers,  and  Phy- 
ficians  have  done?  Such  as  are  grown  in  Years,  or  have 
any  Defect  in  their  Sight  ;  and  Multitudes  of  Artificers  and 
otners,  that  ftand  in  an  indifpenfabie  Need  of  them.  A  great 
Part  of  the  Learning  and  Arts  we  now  enjoy  had  been  very 
imperfect,  and  fometimes  fuffered  a  Kind  of  Eclipfe  or  De- 
liquium ;  befides  the  Pleafure  found  in  reading.

Reader,  You  may  here  observe  the  Aftrononiical  Production 
of  all  the  vifible  Eclipfes  for  -1 7 6 S ,  which  mult  be  allowed,  by 
all  of  Judgment,  to  be  a  Work  that  requires  much  Art,  Time, 
and  Labour ;  and  is  a  Piece  of  Learning  termed  the  Punclilis, 
or  Acme  of  Aftronomy.  The  Difcovery  of  this  Phenomenon 
was  firft  made  by  Ibales,  near  600  Years  before  oar  Saviour 
came  ;  though  it  was  very  deficiently  underftood  for  many  Ages, 
till  about  the  lad  Century,  and  fince  it  has-  received  much  Im- 
provement;  but  none  have  attained  a  greater  Perfection  in  it 
than  the  late  Mr.  Harris,  and  Mr.  Tarret  cf  Epfom ;  which  is 
demonftrated  by  their  late  Flap  of  Eclipfes -I  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  Page.    I  now  hold  it  impertinent  ta  moil  of  my 
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Readers  to  repeat  here  how,  or  what  caufes  an  Eclipfc,  having 
fo  largely  commented  on  it  in  many  former  Almanacks :  So  I 
lhall  proceed  to  obferve  to  you,  in  a  Manner  fomewhat  concife, 
what  Effects  thefe  Eclipfes  are  moll  like  to  produce,  though  it 
is  a  Doctrine  embraced  by  no  great  Number,  and  b}4  many 
upbraided  and  fet  at  naught ;  neither  is  it  any  Thing  ftrange  it 
fhould  be  fo,  in  this  Age  of  Liber tinifm,/<,v hereto  many  have 
their  Intelle&s  eclipfed,  fome  in  the  Purffijt  of  ^^^Tottoenw 
in  Queft  of  Pleafure  or  Honour,  Sec.  uno t  enteaiGff^ 

any  Thought  of  the  Signs  of  the  Hf  iv^j ;  DQTlTI^^/ta^'Wt^m 
rather  feoff  at  them,  and  at  thofetf^hat  predict  the  Effect  of 
Eclipfes.  Thefe  Men  fay  Eclipfes  &ie  alLpatural  Caufes,  andk 
in  a  Circle  of  Years  they  all  return  agaf^  It  is  fcarce  worth 
while  to  reply  or  anfwer  thefe  Men  :  I  might  afk  fuch,  whether 
a  Thing,  for  being  natural,  has  no  Effect  nor  Power  ?  Is  not 
Meat  and  Drink  natural  ?  and  doth  it  not  noorifh  and  preferve 
Life  ?  And  Poifon  is  natural  to  deftroy  it.  Thefe  People,  wlzo 
make  a  Jell  of  Influences,  fome  of  them  underftand  the  Mathe- 
jnaticks  I  own,  but  are  very  deficient  in  natural  Philofophy  ; 
which  is  a  great,  if  not  the  greatelt,  Part  of  the  Bafis  from 
whence  the  Learning  of  the  Effects  of  Eclipfes  is  derived  ;  long 
Experience  and  good  Obfervations  are  the  only  Means  to  attain* 
a  right  Judgment  of  the  Events  of  Eclipfes.  The  Mathematicks 
may  folve  Problems,  or  fome  Proportions  of  Things  unknown, 
that  relate  to  or  depend  on  Numbers;  but  can  give  no  De- 
monfiration  of  Effects  that  ufually  follow  Eclipfes :  That  is 
found  only  by  repeated  Obfervations  of  Men  well  verfed  in  tliis 
Science,  in  a  long  Series  of  Time.  .  Who  is  the  Man  that  could 
ever  form  any  adequate  Idea  of  the  innate  Properties  of  any 
of  the  Phy ileal  Herbs  ?  Or,  were  he  to  infpect  any  of  the 
Simples  with  a  Microfcope,  he  could  not  learn  the  feveral 
Qualities  they  have ;  they  are  only  to  be  found  out  by  good 
Obfervations  and  Experience.  The  like  is  to  be  underiiood 
touching  the  Signification  of  Eclipfes,  Conjunctions,  and  the 
Several  Configurations  of  the  Erraticks  in  fome  little  Degree. 
Yaftly  more  might  be  faid  touching  this  Point ;  but  I  think 
here  is  enough  to  vindicate  the  Truth  of  this  Propolition  : 
But  for  thofe  that  will  not  allow  it,  they  may  hug  their 
ebitinate  Infidelity  as  long  as  they  pleafe,  for  me.  J  fhould 
fcarce  have  hsen  fo  prolix  on  this  Theme,  weie  it  not  that  the 
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Moon  is  fo  much  nearer  than  any  luminous  Body  to  us,  an3 
r  her  Revolution  therefore  oftener ;  her  Qualities  are  more  con- 
fpicuous  to  our  Globe  than  all  the  reft,  except  the  Sun.  This, 
had  I  Room,  1  could  demonftrate  by  thirty  or  more  vifibLe 
ErTedls  of  the  Moon,  befides  her  ruling  the  Night,  and  railing 
the  Tides.  But  dmpping  this  of  the  Moon's  Effecls  in  general* 
I  o/c^ed  tc*inquii%  into  the  Effe&s  of  this  Eclipfe  of  Jan.  4  : 
<U  the  i^r^r  i ,  V ;  find  111  23  deg.  27  min.  afcend,  fij£ 
^de?..ov'  ,.#f^^ven  ;  the  Eclipfe  falls  in  I4deg.  23  m. 
enK  the  8th  Houi\  the  }  eclipfed  in  her  own  Eioufe, 
fomewhat  augments  her^etences.  All  Authors  of  Antiquity, 
of  Note,  conclud&foch  Eclipfe  forefhews  the  Death  of  the  com- 
mon People,  as  itTis  in  the  8th,  (sefpecially  Females)  and 
Hurt  to  many  other  Things  that  are  influenced  by  the  Moon  ; 
and  that  the  Sea  will  be  full  of  Piracy,,  and  overflow  its  Banks, 
and  Women  as  much  as  the  Sea~  will  grow  extreme,,  and  exceed 
their  wonted  Power,  and  feek  for  Divorces;  which  if  they 
cannot  obtain,  they  will  divorce  themfelves.  One  Author 
(William  Ram/ay )  writes,  it  denotes  Trouble  and  Taxes,  but  I 
think  they  cannot  well  be  more.  In  mot  t,  Women  cannot  be, 
*  and  the  . Seas  will  be,  .mod  pafiive  to  the  Effects  of  this  Eclipfe, 
which  can  hold  but  little  more  than  two  Months,  and  will 
moftly  be  found  about  Scotland,  Holland,  and  fome  Northern 
Parts,  &c. 

The  2d  vifible  Eclipfe  is  of  the  Moon,  June  30,  which  will 
^fet  totally  eclipfed  ;  the  Middle  Time  is  found  to  be  3  h.  53  m. 
in  the  Morning,  at  which  Time  will  be  found  8  deg.  47  min. 
of  <&  afcend,  and  5  deg.  of  >{  culminate ;  the  in  8  deg. 
36  min.  in  vy,  going  into  the  6th  Houfe :  Befides,  there  are 
at  the  fame  Time  three  malignant  Afpe&s,  □  ©cf,  d  ©1? 
O  h  cf  »  it  is  not  often  found  that  an  Eclipfe  has  fuch  fcurvy 
Attendance  ;  the  Portents  of  which  would  require  much  Time 
and  Room,  mould  I  treat  of  it  in  its  full  Latitude  of  Judgment. 
J  cannot  well  omit  taking  notice,  as  it  is  confiftent  with  the 
-Precepts  of  this  Art,  what  a  perilous  Time  ic  will  he,  at  the 
Time  of  this  Eclipfe,  for  a  Child  to  come  into  the  World, 
•touching  its  Life ;  never,  fince  I  knew  any  of  the  Stars,  did  I 
,obferve  fo  fatal  a  Time.  This  is  known  to  concur  with  all  the 
learned  Judgment  and  Experience  of  the  moll  eminent  in  this 
Art,  that  a  Child  born  when  the  Moon  is  weak,  and  aftle&ed 
C  4  % 
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by  T}  and  cf ,  as  me  is  at  this  Eclipfe,  very  feldom  lives  to  be 
weaned.  1  myfelf  have  obferved  it,  and  hardly  ever  knew  it 
fail,  even  this  very  Year,  in  two  or  three  C  hildren  near  the 
Devices.  So  I  wOuM  wilh  my  Reader*  would  remark  it,  as 
there  are  8765  Hours  in  a  Year,  and  near  20C00  Children  born 
in  a  Year  in  London,  befides  in  *the  Country  near  three  times 
that  Number,  doubtlefs  fome  will  be  born  t't  t heJIjove^'i r&e/S 
The  Reafons  for  this  Fatality  in  Infants,  j^E^ 
and  Numbers  more  of  modern  P ^ i  1  nfn r|^-fr-«*^*fr^^cjan * 
are  as  followeth  :  When  that  HwnididF'  Radicale,  or^ha^¥ney 
fubtle  arterial^  Fluid  belonging  to  thl^Body,  to  carry  on  the 
Functions  of  Life,  is  altered,  or  made  too^Ri,  cr  tor  little  by 
the  Moon,  which  adds  or  diniinimeth  Moifture,  as  ft  e  is  pre- 
vented of  her  Influence,  and  fiffected  by  the  dry  Qualities  of 
thefe  two  Planets  T?  and  c?>  thefe  ^ne  organized  Fibred  in 
young  Children  are  found  affected  for  Want  cf  fufiicient  IV!  v  hue 
to  fupply  the  Meat  caufed  by  the  Motion  of  the  Sot  C3,  by 
which  the  animal  (Economy  is  marred,  and  Life  letteth  go  her 
hold.  This  is  much  analogous  to  what  commonly  concludes 
the  intemperate  Dram-Drinker's  Life,  whenconfumes  this  Bal- 
.  fnmic  Fluid  which  keeps  on  the  Springs  of  Life,  which  by  ther 
dry  Heat  thefe  Spirits  give  is  confumed.;  To  he  is  wounded  in 
the  Liver  by  Bacchufs  Dart.  Sed  diverticulum  in  <via :  I 
have  wandered  ftrangely  from  my  Subject,  for  which  I  beg 
Porgivenefs.  I  now  aim  to  pen  down  what,  according  to  Art, 
may  be  accounted  the  Effects  of  this  fecond  Ecb'pfe.  I  might- 
quote  the  Judgment  of  feveral  famous  Authors  in  this  Science 
touching  fuch  an  Eclipfe;  as  P/o/emy,  Proclus,  Halyy  and 
GvJdo  BonatitS)  and  others  -which  I  have  read  :  But  Authors 
that  lived  fmce  having  the  Advantage  of  former  ones,  and  fome 
modern  Obfervations  too,  I  mail  the  rather  adhere  to  their 
Opinions.  One  of  the  moil  failed  in  the  Judgment  on  Eclipfes 
in  this  Kingdom  has  wrote,  that  fuch  an  Eclipfe  denotes  much 
Slander  and  Lies,  and  very  falfe  Afperfions  again  ft  many  of  the 
common  People,  who  will  make  it  a  great  Part  of  their  Em- 
ployment to  promote  it.  T?  near  the  Afc.  in  6  cum  Sole, 
mews  much  Murmuring  and  Difcontent  at  Men  in  Power,  or 
great  Officers,  amongit  or  by  the  common  People.  %  is  in  a 
Cardinal  Sign,  the  worll:  he  could  meet  the  Sun  in  ;  according 
to  the  Principles  of  this  Art,  it  can  have  no  mean  Signification  :

fathers have  done.  .      ^  . 

f  n^A'  come  to  treat  on  the  laft  Eclipfe  of  the  Moon,  which 
will  rile  totally  eclipfed  at  the  Time  fpecified,  about  22  deg.^ 
of  II  afcend,  and  10  dcg.  of  Z£  found  on  the  Mid-Heaven  ; 
the  Eclipfe  is  2  deg.  23  nun.  in  .05  in  the  Afc.  As  far  as  the 
*  Signs  of  the  Heavenly  Bodies  can  prefigure  any  Thing;  this 
Eclipfe  indicates  no  Good  to  the  Poor,  but  rather  the  contrary  ; 
the  weakeft  do  ft  ill  go  to  the  Wall.  The  >  Lady  of  the  '2d 
Houfe,  being  .1 frle died  and  going  to  a  d  with  ft  near  the 
Afcendant,  this,,  according  to  Art,  mufl  denote  Poverty  and 
Affliction  to  the  common  People;  (which  has  been  found  very 
frequent  of  late.)  The  Rich  have  many  Friends,  but  the  Poor 
is  hated  of  his  Neighbour,  and  often  oppreffed  too.  Good  Ob- 
fervators  write,  fuch  an  Eclipfe  as  this  is  followed  by  much 
Change  in  Offices  2nd  Places  in  .the  Government,  and  a  Dif- 
pofition  to  Quarrels  or  Wars,  with  much  Treachery  and 
Apollacy  :  T  hat  lail  Vice,  I  think,  has  been  creeping  ort 
amongit  us  a  good  while ;  witnefs  the  yearly  Increafe  of  new 
,cecls  and  Schifmatick-.  I  might  enlarge  on  feveral  other  Mu- 
tations typified  Ircm  this  Eclipfe,  fimilar  to  thefe  above-named. 
1  do  not  write  them  as  Prophecies,  but  as  probable  general 
Predictions :  No  human  Reafon  can  forefee  particular  Events. 
Yet,  though  Eclipfes  are  natural,  they  feldom  if  ever  fail  of 
being  Forerunners  of  fome  remarkable  Change  in  $e  World, 
as  the  Learred  in  all  Ages  have  abundantly  obferved  and  tes- 
tified : 
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tilied  :  The  fame  may  be  faid  to  have  followed  great  Conjun&iorrs 
tind  Comets.  Whoever  will  take  Pains  to  confult  Hiftory  may 
•cafily  learn,  that  generally  whenever  the  Almighty  has  defigned 
any  impendent  Judgment  or  great  Mutation  on  a  Kingdom, 
fome  vifible  Omen  of  it  has  been  found  near  the  Time  in  the 
Heavens,  either  by  Eclipfes  or  feme  prodigious  Appearance. 
Plutarch  fells  us,  that  about  the  Time  of  (J'?far\foeai]&l  \4(as 
■dark,  with  an  Eclipfe  or  otherways,y^%(^j^car.  TEE 
Darknefs  at  our  Saviour's  Death,  tip □  gin nSmMm i r^uloJ£ 
tends  to  the  fame  Purport  as  above,  mfofaer  one  of  the  Kingsoi 
'Scotland  was  privately  murdered,  it>;  faid  the  Sun  appeared 
not  from  the  Time  he  was  murdered  until^^'was  found,  which 
was  fix  or -fey-en  Months.  1  lately  found  in  a  Treatife  concern- 
ing Prophecy,  that  in  the  Year  626,  the  5th  Year  of  the 
Hegira,  when  Mahomet  or  Mohammed 'was  employed  in  intrud- 
ing his  Followers  in  his  falfe  Do&iine  and  future  Mifchie/s  and 
Depredations,  the  Sun  was  half  dark  from  Ottober  to  June : 
And  nearer  this  Time,  we  are  informed  by  Sleidan,  that  in 
a  547  the  Sun  was  four  Days  obfeured  to  all  Germany,  at  which 
Time  many  loft  their  Way  in  the  Day-Time.  Many  more 
Jnftances  I  could  add  of  the  like  Prodigies :  But  thefe  above  I 
think  fufficient  to  prove  my  Proportion,  that  as  the  Heavens 
-declare  the  Glory  of  God,  fo  alio  they  do  his  Judgments  to  a 
Nation,  for  fome  notorious  Wickednefs  they  have  committed, 
or  are  about  to  commit.  And  fo  I  conclude  what  I  intended 
.relating  to  this  Year's  Eclipfes  .with  the  following  Scrap 
Poetry.

^Spg  of  th^CPff  ov  c^c  final  Fnd  of  Papiilry  ;  though  perhaps 
*  •*Raa*>Wnter  may  tell\ou  more  of  it  before  Chriflmas.    It  is 
my  Opinion  the  Pope's.ifupremacy  has  been  gradually  declining 
ever  fmce  Mar:^aLuther'>s  Time,  and  of  late  has  had  a  vait 
Sinking  by  the  Barfifhment  of  the  Jefuits,  which  Society  have 
continued  233  Years.    That  there  will  be  a  Downfall  of  Rome* 
nothing  is  more  certain;  but  I- am  not  of  the  Mind  that  its 
Deftiny  is  to  be  learnt  from  the  Stars,  or  to  be  foretold  by  the 
greai  Conjunctions*  of  T?  and  %.    How  many  Milhkes  have 
Prognofticators  made  already,  as  I  have  obferved,  for  a  Century 
paft  ?  One  predicted  its  Fall  in  1736  ;  and  now  all  fuch  Pre- 
dictions are  confidered  as  vain,  infignificant  Pretences,  which 
l  People  give  no  Credit  to  ;  (no  more  than  to  great  Men's  Pro- 
mtfes,  which  end  in  nothing.)    I  find  about  ico  Years  ago,  in 
1666,  a  great  Alarm  was  bruited  about  of  the  final  Cataftrophe 
of  Rome,  not  only  by  Allrologers,  but  by  learned  Expounders 
of  Prophefies ;  which  then  feemed  to  carry  a  fhew5  of  Truth  in 
them  :  For  the.  Hebrew  Letters  that  gave  a  Name  for  the 
*RomiJh  King,  gave  an  Import  of  the  Number  666  ;  which 
when  it  failed,  fome  of  the  Romijb  Crew  retorted  it  on  the 
Londoners,  whofe  City  was  that  Year  burnt.    About  that  Time 
many  annual  Predictors  were  too  dogmatic  of  that  1666,  what 
it  would  produce.    Mr.  Partridge,  and  one  fmce,  have  been 
ftill  fond  of  the  fame  erroneous  Notion.   I  remember,  Sir  George 
Wharton  has  a  little  punned  on  fuch  unwarrantable  Prediction?, 
in  the  following  Verfes,  which  were  written  in  the  Year  1666, 
and  which  being  a  little  varied,  I  might  jutVy  have  applied  to 
the  above  Prediction  in  1736. 

"  Now  fixteen  Hundred  fixty-fix  is  come, 
"  When  as  the  Pope,  fome  fay,  will  meet  his  Doom : 
<4  Who  is't  that  thinks  that  dreadful  Day's  at  hand?

Obferve  further,  if  there  is  any  Thing  to  be  learnt  of  tht 
future  Event  of  the  Dell  ruction  of  Rome,  let  us  have  Kecourfc  to 
the  fure  Word  of  Prophecy  in  Sacred  Writ,  to  be  found  in  the 
Revelations.  T  he  bell  Commentators  hav/' lately  examined, 
and  nicely  taken  and  computed  the  NumbejC^'-e/^p^roy  STv 
John,  concerning  the  Time  and  Time^  ifd  l^JJ^"Ime,  to  bjl 
1260  Day* ;  which  Days,  in  prophetic*vVr7tings,  aiway^lBlfff 
Years.  So  the  Period  of  the  Reign  <%the  Ancichrift,  or  Man 
cf  Sin,  was  to  be  1 260  Years.  Hence  if  thej^  was  or  could  be 
a  fixed  Certainty  of  the  Year  when  Popery^Jegan,  there  might 
be  drawn  pretty  juft  Conclusions  of  its  final  Period  or  Ruin. 
But  the  moll  unanimous  Judgment  of  the  beft  Interpreters  of  the 
Revelations  is,  that  the  Fall  of  that  infamous  Whore,  the 
Church  of  Rome,  will  come  to  pafs%  about  the  2:00th  Yea*  after 
Chrijl,  and  many  believe  France  will  be.  inftrumemal  towaro. 
her  Deftru&ion,  which  it  is  fuppofed  will  be  chiefly  by  Fire; 
though  f  guefs  many  leading  Evils  and  Overturns  of  Calamities 
will  happen  to  Rome  long  before.  I  have  much  dropped  my. 
Subject,  1  own  ;  but  I  hope  may  be  excufed  and  accepted  as 
agreeable  Predictions.  I  told  you  no  Afpecl  was  found  of  Note 
but  the  0  and  >  in  §  to  Saturn;  No  Oppofitions  can  be 
good,.efpedally  with  fuch  a  mifchievous  Star  as  Saturn ;  which, 
according  to  Art,  indicates  much  evil  Council  carried  on  at 
this  Time;  Jarring  and  Divifxon,  and  forne  Difgrace  to  fom^w 
great  Scottfo  Officer ;  and  much  Robbery,  and  State-Robbery 
too.

Can 
any  Good  be  expefted  from  fuch  Male  Afpects?  Surely  no:  I 
muft  deviate  from  the  Principles  of  this  Art,  if  J  write  or  iredict 
any  Good.  All  Men  that  underitand  the  Dialect  of  the  Stars 
know  the  Sun  typifieth  great  Men  in  Power,  from  the  Emperor 
down  to  a  Town- Mayor,  or  Conltable  :  Saturn  is  Reprefentative 
of  old  Men,  Farmers,  Countrymen,  and  Men  employed  in

The  Lord  of  the 
Afc.  in  □  to  J  ufually  opens  a  Door  for  Difeafes,  which  I 
believe  will  be  found  too  true;  and  the  ©  partly  Lord  of  the 
8t.h,  in  d  with  Lord  of  a  great  Part  of  the  Afc.  looks  as 
if  Death  would  bring  a  Habeas  Corf  us  and  feize  on  many  People 
difeafed  in  the  BrealL  I  feem  to  apprehend  fome  Caviller  will 
obieel  againft  fome  Points  I  wrote  on  the  Effects  of  Eclipfes, 
where  it  is  faid,  that  as  the  Properties  of  Simples  were  learnt 
at  fiift  only  by  Obfervation  and  Experience,  fo  in  Length  of 
Time  the  Effects  of  Eclipfes  and  the  reff^were  found  out  only 
by  good  Obfervations.  Take  notice  I  do  not  affirm  the  Know* 
Jedge  of  the  one  is  equally  fo  apparent  or  infallible  as  the  other  : 
But  as  the  Virtue  of  Herbs  were  learnt  by  obferving  and  Ex- 
perience, fo  the  Effects  of  Eclipfes,  and  other  Branches  of  the 

Aflral 
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Aftral  Knowledge,  have  their  Balis  from  Obfervation  andT  Ex- 
perience only.  So  I  end  my  annual  Labour  with  my  fincere 
Prayer  to  God,  to  blefs  our  King  with  Wifdom,  Power,  and 
Peace  ;  and  that,  in  his  Days,  Truth  and  Juftice,  Religior* 
and  Piety  may  abound ;  and  that  God  may  direct  the  Hearts  of 
all  his  Subjeft*  to  choose  for  their  Reprefentatives  in  Parliament 
Men%of  Integrity*,  that  abhor  Covetoufnefs,  if  it  may  be.

+  Fe*vers* 

THERE  ha^not  in  my  Memory  been  obferved  the  like 
Number,  nor  fuch  frequent  Relapfes  of  Agues  and  Fevers 
©f  the  intermitting  Sort ;  though  few  (that  1  know  of  at  leaft) 
have  made  any  Scrutiny  or  adequate  Inquiry  into  the  natural 
Phiiofophieal  Reafon,  or  primary  Caufes  of  them,  which  I 
imagine  cannot  be  very  abftrufe  to  inveftigate  to  any  one  that 
has  a  tolerable  Acquaintance  with  the  animal  (Economy  and  the 
Circulation  of  the  Fluids,  together  with  the  Caufes  and  efientiai 
Conftitution  of  fuch  Fevers,  and  a  jufl:  Rationale  of  Medicine. 
The  three  principal  Caufes  of  the  late  Agues,  and  their  fvvift 
Return,  were  firft,  from  the  unfeafonable  Coldnefs  of  the  A  r 
by  turns ;  fecondly,  from  the  Infufficieney  of  common  hackney 
Medicines  that  were  then  u fed ;  and  thirdly,  from  the  Untrac- 
fabl'enefs  and  ill  Management  of  fick  Patients  in  the  Ague  touch- 
ing the  Non-naturals.  Laft  Year  three  or  four  of  the  firft. 
Months  were  cold,  and  not  only  cold,  but  very  change  able  of  a* 
fudcJen,  and  uncommonly  irregular  as  to  hot  and  cold,  more 
jhan  had  been  known  for  many  Years :  And  there  is  nothing, 
found  more  inimicaWe  to  Nature  than  fudden  Changes,  which 
we  can  at  no  Time  bear  without  being  expofed  to  Hurt.  And 
at  the  Introduction  of  Spring  the  perfpiratory  Duels  or  Pores  of 
our  Body  gradually  begin  to  grow  larger  and  more  extended  than 
in  the  preceding  Winter ;  by  which  means,  when  the  circum- 
ambient Air  is  aH  of  a  fudden  grown  cold  to  any  Fxtreme,  k 
always  clofes  up  and  obftru&s  th  t  Matter  that  ought  to  perfpire* 
and  fo  it  is  thrown  on  the  Fluids,  and  ob'ftrucls  fome  Gland^ 
or  feveral ;  For,  as  Mr.  Lcwenboeck  has  obferved,  that  one 
Point  of  our  Cutis  or  Skin  has  i  25-000  Orifices,  and  that  one 
Grain  of  Sand  will  cover  thefe  numerous  fmali  Duels:  And 
when  the  cold  Air  has  flopped  up  thefe  numerous  Difcharge?, 
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what  a  Quantity  of  Matter  mufc  be  retained  in  the  Blcoif 
whereby  the  Solids  are  relaxed  and  weakened ;  fo  that  they  are 
rendered  unable  to  break  or  divide  the  vifcous  Particles  of 
Matter  which  will  foon  run  into  Contacl  and  Cohefion 
which  foon  produces  a  putrefactive  Ferment,  thnt  caufethf,0# 
ftruttions  in  the  Pancreas,  and. other  lateral  Ducts.  This  is 
one,  if  not  the  prime  Rife  of  an  Ague,  wftich  is  much^  ndfc 
brought  on  by  the  Crudity  of  a  phlegn^y  CooftiCHtion,  ?  nij. 
we1;  Nerves,  fo  as  to  alter  the  NaturejoT  tlft^Flutds,  or  relax 
the  Solids.  A  fecor  d  Reafon  of  Agues  not  being  cured,  ,(jr 
their  frequent  Relapies,  vvas  from  People's  f«  -c  Depi  n .  ^ m&  on- 
the  Bark,  without  being  prepared  in  any  fuitabie  Way  to  trfe  i>  ; 
or  they  ufedjt  at  any  Time,  paying  no  Regard  to  the*CHf&  of 
the  Difeafe,  or  the  Conception  of  the'  morbific  Matter.  There 
is  not,  nor  ever  will  be  any  Rule  found  to  perfect  the  Cere  of 
the  sfore-nc-med-  Diforder,  without  Pome  p;opef  £vacuatiorjs-r, 
ifirft  ufed  to  carry  off  the  Vifcofi lies  that  obitruct  and  raife  theu 
Ferment  in  the  Blood:  Neither  willWit  aJocer-be  it  ever  (0 
much  taken,  make  any  dafting  Cure  in  a  Cafe.  any.  Way  oI>-
